‘CHAPTERS FROM THE LIFE OF PREST. BRIGHAM YOUNG. 


VIEWS OF BRIGHAM YOUNG AS GOVERNOR. 
GOVERNORSHIP OF UTAH TO STEPTOE: 


PRESIDENT PIERCE TENDERS THE 
HB REFUSES ANB PETITIONS THB 


PRESIDENT FOR THE RE-APPOINTMENT OF BRIGHAM YOUNG. 


(By Edward W. Tullidge.) 


Under date of July 11, 1851, Colonel 
Thomas L. Kane, then presiding in 
Philadelphia, addressed the following 
to President Fillmore: 

My Dear Sir: I have no wish to 
evade the responsibility of having 
vouched for the character of Brigham 
Young, of Utah, and his fitness for the 
station he now occupies. I reiterate, 
without reserve, the statement of his 
excellent capacity, energy and integrity 
which I made you prior to his appoint. 
ment. I am willing to say that 1 
volunteered to communicate to you the 
facts by which I was convinced of his 
patriotism and devotion to the interest 
of the Union. I made no qualification 
when I assured you of his irreproach- 
able moral character, because I was 
able to speak of this from my own 
intimate personal knowledge. 

I have not heard a single charge 
against them as a — against 
their habitual purity of life, their integ- 
rity of dealing, their toleration of 
differences of religious opinions, their 
regard for the laws, or their devotion 


to the constitutional government under 
which we live, that I do not, from my 
own observation, or the testimony of 
others, know to be unfounded, * * 
* Can charges which are so uncom- 
monly and so circumstantially laid, be 
without any foundation at all? I know 
it. Upon my return from the prairie, 
I met through the settlements scanda- 
lous stories against the President of 
the sect, which dated of the precise 
period when I myself was best acquaint- 
ed with his self-denying and blameless 
life. 1 had an experience no less. 
satisfactory with regard to other false- 
hoods, some of them the most extrava- 
gant and most widely believed. During 
the sickness I have referred to, I was. 


nursed by a dear lady, well connected 


in New York and New Jersey, whom I 
sufficiently name to many by stati 

that she was the first cousin of one 

our most respected citizens, whose con- 
duct as chief magistrate of Philadel- 
phia, in an excited time, won for him 
our general esteem. In her exile she 
found her severest sufferings in the 
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belief that her friends in the States 
looked upon ber as an irreclaimable 
outcast. It was one of the first duties 
I performed on my return, to enlighten 
them as to her true position, and the 
character of her exemplary husband ; 
and the knowledge of this fact arrived 
in time, I believe, to be of comfort to 
ber before she sank under the priva- 
tion and hardships of the march her 
frame was too delicate to endure.” 

To this may be added Colonel Kane’s 
testimony of the Mormons as a people : 
he said, upon the delivery of his fa- 
mous discourse before the Historical 
Society of Pennsylvania: 

J have been annoyed by comments 
this hastily written discourse has 
elicited ; well-meaning friends have 
even invited me to tone down its re- 
marks in favor of the Mormons, for the 
purpose of securing them a readier 
acceptance. 

I can only make them more express. 
The truth must take care of itself. I 
not only meant to deny that the Mor- 
mons, in any wise, fall below our 
standard of morals, but I would be 
distinctly understood to ascribe to 
those of their number with whom I 
associated in the West, a general cor. 
rectness of deportment and purity of 
character above the averaze of ordinary 
oom munities. 

It is observed to me, with a vile 
meaning, that I have said little about 
the Mormon women. I have scarcely 
alluded to them, because my memories 
of them are such that I cannot think 
of their character as a theme for dis- 
-ussion. In one word, it was eminently 
that for which Americans dignify the 
names of mother, wife, aad sister. 
Of the self denying generosity, which 
went to ennoble the whole people in 
my eyes, I witnessed among them the 
highest illustrations. I have seen the 
ideal charity of the statue gallery sur 

by the young Mormon mother, 
who shared with the stranger’s orphan 
the breast of milk of her own child.” 


In 1854, Lieut.- Col. E. J. Steptoe, 
with his command, arrived in Salt 
Lake City, and the term of Governor 
Young’s appointment expiring about 
this time, President Pierce tendered 


the office to Col. Steptoe ; but he was 
a gentleman, and a true Republican, ‘ 
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and he had too much wisdom withal to 
accept the henor, for he knew that 
Brigham was the choice of the people. 
The following document, expressive 
of the movement which he inspired, 
will be of interest at this point : 

To His Excelleney, Franklin Pierce, 
President of the United States: 

Your petitioners would respectfully 
represent that, whereas — 
Brigham Young possesses the entire 
confidence of the people of this Terri- 
tory, without distinction of party or 
sect; and from personal acquaintance 
and social intercourse we find him to 
be a firm supporter of the constitution 
and laws of the United States, and a 
tried pillar of Republican institutions; 
and having repeatedly listened to his 
remarks, in private as well as in pub- 
lic assemblies, do know he is the warm 
friend and able supporter of consti- 
tutional liberty, the rumors published 
in the States notwithstanding; and 
having canvassed to our satisfaction 
his doings as Governor, and Super- 
intendent of Indian affairs, and also 
the disposition of the appropriation 
for public buildings for the Territory ; 
we do most cordially and cheerfully 
represent that the same has been ex- 
pended to the best interest of the 
nation; and whereas bis re-appoint- 
ment would subserve the Territorial 
interest better than the appointment 
of any other man, and would meet with 
the gratitude of the entire inhabitants 
of the Territory, and his removal 
would cause the deepest feeling of 
sorrow and regret; and it being our 
unqualified opinion, based upon the 

rsonal acquaintance which we have 
ormed with Governor Young, and 
from our observation of the results of 
his influence and administration in 
this Territory, that he possess in an 
eminent degree every qualification 
necessary for the discharge of his offi- 
cial duties, and unquestioned integrity 
and ability, that he is decidedly the 
most suitable person that can be se- 
lected for that office. 

We therefore take pleasure in re- 
commending him to your favorable 
consideration, and do earnestly request 
his re-appointment as Governor, and 
Superintendent of Indian affairs for 


this Territory. 
This document was signed by Col. 


— 
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Steptoe. and every other United States 
Army officer in the Territory, as well 
as by all of the Federal officials, and 
by every merchant and prominent citi 
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zen of Salt Lake City. President 
Pierce accordingly re appointed Gov- 


ernor Young.

“LITTLE SINS.”

As we come in contact with differ 
ent persons, and enter into conversa 
tion with them, it is surprising to 
notice how many evils are classed 
under the name of little sins.” Each 

ron seems to flitter bimself that 
— is doing what is right and just to 
a great extent, and tbat whatever be 
does wrong, is nothing of importance 
—that the sins he commits (Although 
he acknowledges that they are sins,) 
are certainly of «a minor consideration. 
He is the judge, and rests perfectly 
salistied with his judgment. 

Now the question naturally arises, 
What sins are little, and what sins are 
great? Certainly there are sume sins 
greater than otbers. For some siu- 
ners there is „ redemption in this 
life nur that which is to come.” Yer 
I certainly fail to see what sin it is 
that is really little in the eyes of our 
heavenly Father. To sin iu the least 
is to break the law, and law breakers 
are displeasing in the eyes of God, 
and th se wh» give way to their so- 
called little sins’ must remember, 
that while they so do they are hasten 
ing away from the peaceful rest that 
awaits the righteous. 

It would be amusing (were it not for 
the great impurtance of tbe subject), 
to hear what evils are classed under 
this heading. Treating the Word of 
Wisdom with indifference ; neglecting 
to pay Tithing; nou-observance of 
the law of gathering by those who 
have the means; may be mentioned 
as examples of what are termed by 
some little sins.” Let us examine 
these briefly, and see in what respect, 
if in any, the littleness consists. 

In Doc. & Cov., page 240, section 
VXXXi, we read in a revelation given 
to Joseph Smith, that the Word of 
Wisdom was given for the benefit of 
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the Church, Showing forth the order 
and will of God in the temporal salva- 
tion of all Saints in the last days.” 
Given for a principle with promise, 
adapted to the capacity of the weak, 
and the weakest of all Saints who are 
or can be called Saints, and it teaches 
us that it is not good to drink wine or 
strong drinks (excepting in partaking 
of pure home made wine at the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord’s Supper) ; also that 
it is not good to use tobacco in any 
form, nor to partake of hot drinks, 
and other injunctions as to what is 


good for food, and what is not; and 


then it promises unto those Saints who 
keep the commandment, that they 
shall be given health and strength of 
body, and an abundance of wisdom 
and knowledge, and that when the 
destroying angel shall go forth, that 
“ shall pass them by and not slay 
them. 

We find then that this is the order 
and will of God,” and that anyone 
(even called by the name of Saint,) 
can keep this commandment, and will 
be rewarded with great blessings for 
doing so, and yet we find this revela- 
tion treated with a certain amount of 
contempt, for the non-observance of 
the law shows contempt or indifference 
to the counsel of our heavenly Father. 
This is called by some one of the 
„little sins.” I fail to see it in that 
light, for the word of the Lord is 
never unimportant, and can never be 
treated with indifference. 

The blessings to be obtained b 
keeping the Word of Wisdom in t 
life, far exceeds the inconvenience we 
may have in exercising our self-denial, 
by which we overcome those feeli 
and habits which we know to be out of 
accordance with the will of God, and 
the reward that awaits the righteous 


in the world to come, far exceeds our 
comprehension at the present time. 
Let no Saint, then, set this law down 
as of no binding foree on him, for it is 
for the weakest of all those called by 
the name of Saints, and the neglect of 
this law is certainly not a little sin.” 

The law of Tithing is given (as are 
all the laws of God,) for a blessing or 
a curse—a blessing unto those who 
keep it, and a curse unto those that do 
not. All we have or possess is 80 
much loaned unto us by our heavenly 
Father. Our houses, lands, money, 
or anything and everything we possess, 
even we ourselves, belong to him; all 
we possess is so much granted unto us 
for a time to prove us and to try us, 
to see. what use we will make of these 
possessions ; and yet, when a tenth is 
demanded, some feel it is a great trial. 

The kingdom of Goa” has got to 
be built up, the poor to be gathered, 
Temples to be reared, the bouest 
throughout the world to be taught the 
ways of salvation, and other matters, 
all connected with the building up of 
the work of God, and all requiring 
means, labor, etc. And every person 
bearing the name of a Saint is bound 
by the covenants they have made with 
their Father and God, in the waters 
of baptism, to help to build up his 
kingdom here on this earth. 

eeping the law of Tithing is one 
of the ways that the Lord has ordained 
that his kingdom should be built up, 
and he that keeps not the law, is not 
living up to the requirements of bis 
religion as a Saint of God; and by 
neglecting the law, thinking be is 
committing a little sin“ only, he is 
missing a great blessing every day he 
continues in this negligent, this bye 
and forbidden path. 

It is written in Rev. xviii, 14, 
„Come out of her my people, that ye 
be not partakers of her sins, and that 
ye receive not of her plagues.” And 
again in Doc. & Cov., sec. oviii, par. 
2, ‘‘ Wherefore, prepare ye, prepare, 
ye, O my people ; sanctify yourselves; 
gather ye together, O ye people of my 
church, upon the land of Zion, all you 
that have not been commanded to 
tarry. Go ye out of Babylon. Be ye 
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clean that bear the vessels of the Lord. 
Call your solemn assemblies, and 
speak often one to another. And let 
— i call upon the Lord; yea, 
verily, I say unto you again, time 
as coins when the voice of the Lord is 
unto you, go ye out of Babylon; 
— ye out from among the nations, 
rom the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other.” 

These, along with many other 
prophecies and commandments, are 
given unto the Saints, showing that 
the time has come when the Lord will 
gather his elect from the four quarters 
of the earth, when the righteous shall 
say, Come ye and let us go up to 
the mountain of the Lord, to the 
house of the God of Jacob, and he 
will teach us of his ways, and we will 
walk in his paths; for out of Zion 
shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem.” 

O how plain are the ways of the 
Lord! I would ask the Saint who 
neglects this law, the man of this. 
little sin,“ whether he bas been 
commanded to tarry? If not, why is 
be not bending all his energy of mind 
and body to gather to Zion, seein 
that the time has come when the Lor 
calls the people of his Ohurch to 
gather. Some Saints who have the 
means to gather, and do not, say, 
They will go when — can get a 
little money together to buy a small 
piece of land when they get there.” 
Others, that they do not feel stron 
enough for the journey 2 an 
various other reasons. o such 1 
would say, Seek — first the kingdom 
of God and his righteousness, and all 
things shall be added unto you.” 

Let all those who have the means 
to gather do so at the first opportu- 
nity, and those who have not, let 
them labor unceasingly to get the 
means and hasten away, and let each 
and every Saint strive to pat away 
their so-called little sins,” seeing 
that no sin is little in the eyes of God. 

„He that shall break one of the 
least of these commandments, and 
shall teach men so, shall be called least 
in the kingdom of heaven,”

he above company of gentlemen 
and five ladies reached Ogden with 
the usual train, and were met on 
arrival, by the authorities of the 
Weber Stake, who had previously 
made ample provision for their en- 
tertainment and lodging for the night. 

On Monday morning, at 7 o’clock, 
A m., the company left per special 
train with the addition to its numbers

where Presidents Moses Thatcher and 
W. B. Preston and others met them 
with conveyances sufficient to carry 
them to the centre of the city. 

Many thousands of citizéns were 
seen in every direction from both 
distant and near settlements, all 
wending their way to the place where 
they could obtain a sight of the inter- 
esting ceremonies about to be per- 
formed. 

The site fixed upon for the Tem- 
ple is one of commanding beauty, 
presenting as it does at one glance a 
picturesque view of eleven settle- 
ments, inoluding a eomprebensive 
scope of country, with an ample 
supply of water, and possessing a 
capacity of sustaining hundreds of 
thousands of families. And to all 
human appearance not many years 
will pass away before that vast and 
beautiful country will be filled with 
pleasant homes, judging from the 
thousands of happy children fast ap- 
proaching the marriageable age who 
now throng the settlements of Cache 
County. 

A short time before 12 o’clock, the 
sweet tones of the Logan Brass Band 
gave the signal fur the procession of 
the authorities, which was formed 
under the direction of Elder George 
Q. Cannon.

The procession then walked to the 
South-east corner stone, when Presi- 
dent John Taylor made the following 
introductory remarks . 

When we last assembled in this 

lace we had with us our beloved 

resident Brigham Young. He plan- 
ned and arranged for the building 
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of this Temple, and presided at the 
dedication of the ground. He has 
been taken from us by the dispen- 
sation of an Allwise Providence, 
who governs, rules, controls and 
manages the affairs of the human 
family at His pleasure. And while 
our hearts feel sad, and as a whole 
people we mourn his loss, we cannot 
restore him to earth. It now devolves 
upon the Twelve to carry out his plans 
and attend to those things which would 
have received attention at the hands 
of the President, were he here. And 
whilst we have bad a season of sorrow, 
in consequence of the bereavement 
and loss of our beloved friend and 
Counselor, yet on the other hand we 
rejoice to know that God lives and 
rules, and that his Priesthood and 
his people are desirous to accomplish 
and complete with all fidelity, these 
things which the Lord requires at 
their hands. 

And as this Temple was commenced 
under the auspices of President Young, 
it becomes now our duty to carry out 
these labors until they shall be son- 
summated, and for this purpose we 
have assembled on this occasion. 

We will now proceed to lay the south- 
east corner: stone. 

Brother John Parry, the master 
mason of the building, with his as 
sistants, proceeded to lay the stone, 
being assisted by the Apostles and 
Patriarchs; and brother Truman 0. 
Angell, jun., the assistant architect, 
helped to adjust the stone. When 
the stone was laid, President Taylor 
stood upon it and made the follow- 
ing remarks : 

This principal corner stone is now 
duly laid by the Twelve, who are now 
acting in the place of and represent 
the First Presidency. The Twelve 
perform this act in honor of the 
Great God, and may it remain im- 
movable and may the whole fabric be 
speedily erected, that the Saints may 
have a place to worship God acceptably, 
and administer in his ordinances, and 
tne Son of Man a place whereon to lay 
his head. 

After which Elder Franklin D. 
Richards offered the following prayer : 

Our Father and our God, in the 
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name of the Lord Jesus Christ, our 
Savior, we have come together at 
this time to lay the corner stones of 
this building. Thou didst bless thy 
servant Joseph to build an Honse to 
thy name, and didst accept of it by 
the presence of thy Son and of holy 
angels, when committing to him the 
powers, and the ordinances of the 
Covenant of eternal life. Thou didst 
bless thy servant Brigham also to build 
a House in these valleys, which has 
been consecrated for the labors of 
thy people, wherein to perform the 
ordinances of salvation for themselves 
and their dead, which thon hast ac- 
crpted to the joy of thy Saints. But, 
O Lord, thou art — multiplying 
thy people on the earth, and thine 
Israel is coming from the north and 
from the south, from the east and 
from the west, and we have need of 
other Temples in which to labor for 
the benefit and deliverance of the 
hosts of thy sons and daughters who 
have departed, and who await the 
benefits of our labors here on earth. 
Wilt thou at this time forgive our 
weaknesses, imperfections, and sins, 
and bless us with power to continue 
the work which thy servant Brigham 
has ceased to do, since thou hast taken 
him from us. Wilt thou let the prayer 
which was offered by thy servant Orson 
for the dedication and consecration of 
this spot and its surroundings be heard 
and answered to the full. 

We now dedicate and consecrate 
this the south-east corner stone of this- 
Temple together with its connections 
and attachments in the building, the 
other corners which shall be laid that 
the same may be holy unto thee, and 
sacred unto thy people. Let no un- 
holy thing defile this work we pray 
thee, but may it also receive thy divine 
acceptance. 

e pray that thou wilt bless thy 
servants the Presidents of the Stakes 
with the Bis- ops and their Counselors. 
who have charge of the work that they 
may have power to move the people by 
the power of thy Spirit to a united and 
vigorous effort for the completion of 
this Temple in the time designated by 
thy servant Brigham. And we pray 


that thy watchful and protecting care 


| 
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may be over the workmen that they 
may have joy in their labors until 
it shall be completed and dedicated 
unto thee; we ask that no power 
may be able to prevent them from 
doing this work ; and that the building 
may stand a monument of their efforts, 
a place wherein the ordinances shall 
be performed and thy salvation be 
revealed. 

Bless all them for whom we should 
ask mercy. Roll on thy work, still 
gather thine Israel, and establish thy 
Zion. Inasmuch as thou hast taken 
unto thyself our Prophet and leader, 
we ask holy Father that thou wilt 
multiply power upon thy servants the 
Apostles and OConnselors who remain, 
and increase unien and strength 
among all this people. Bless thy 
servants everywhere in all the world 
who are engaged preaching thy Gospel. 
Guide us to a glorious end in the labors 
of this life, and glorify thyself of us 
in thy kingdom with the just and the 
sanctified, we ask through Jesus 
Christ, Amen. 

The choir sang the hymn, 

Come all ye Saints throughout the earth, 
Your cheerful voices raise.” 

The procession then re-formed and 
moved to the south-west corner stone, 
when the presiding Bishop and his 
Counselors, assisted by the President 
of the lesser Priesthood and the 
Bishops of the Stakes and their 
Counselors proceeded to lay that 
stone, brother Parry and his asso. 
ciates and brother T. O. Angel, Jun., 
‘rendering the necessary aid to put 
it into its true position. After the 
stone was laid Bishop Edward Hun- 
ter stood upon it and made the follow- 
ing remarks :— 

Brethren and sisters, we the Bishops 
and Lesser Priesthood pronounce this 
south-west corner stone of the Logan 
Temple duly laid. We rejoice in the 
privilege of laying this south west 
corner stone of the Logan Temple. 
These things are entrusted to our 
hands, and we should magnify the 
Priesthood that has been placed upon 
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our heads, and always rejoice in this 
delegated power that the Lord has 
confirmed upon us to bless and be 
blessed, to build up his kingdom, and 
save ourselves and our dead through 
the merits of bis Son our Savior, and 
through the medium of the ordinances 
which will be performed in this Tem- 
ple. May this house be erected in that 
way and manner that the Holy Spirit 
may be and abide with those who 
erect it. 

As this corner-stone will be con- 
nected — the intermediate walls by 
the chief corner stone, and as the 
Aaronic Priesthood is an appendage 
of the higher or Melchisedic Priest— 
hood, after the order of the Son of 
God, so may it be our happy lot to 
stand in our several callings by it, as 
Aaron did by Moses; that the fune- 
tions of our Priesthood may be per- 
formed to the honor and glory of God. 
And I pray that the house itself may 
be a holy place, which the Lord him- 
self will delight to honor and bless, 
May we ourselves, as well as the whole 
body of the Church, pay our Tithes 
and offerings, and the Leal will pour 
out a blessing that there shall not be 
room to contain. The very heavens 
and earth, says the Lord, shall pass 
uway before one jot or tittle of his 
word shall fail. y motto always has 
been, Pay your Tithing and offerings 
and be blessed. This is our privilege 
and our duty. May it be our happy 
lot to discharge every duty faithfully 
and honorably, with clean hands and 
pure hearts, always having our eye 
single to the glory of our Father and 
God, and the interest of his cause 
here on the earth; that we may be 
worthy of and lay claim to the bless- 
ings, the saving ordinances of his 
house, and at last, when we shall have 
finished our work, rejoice in the society 
of the noble, the faithful and good of 
our Father's house, is the prayer of 
your unworthy servant, which I ask 
God to grant, in the name of his Son 
Jesus. Amen.

Some 37 Elders have also been released and returned during the season, a few 
of these because of sickness created (or continued where already existing,) by 
the vicissitudes of the English climate. Some who have been visiting England 
also have returned—neither are included in the above. It will probably be 
six or seven months before another company will leave, and this interval 
affords a good opportunity for preparation. Of course strikes are prevalent, 
and work is in some districts scarce, but this only demands more determined 
efforts in the direction of prudence and economy; the prospects are gloomy, 
and it will not do to wait for better times; the Saints who read the signs of 
the times will not fail in this, they will cut every corner in order to secure 
their deliverance—every thing that savors of excess or that could be done 
without, which involves continued expenditure, should be avoided ; the extras 
in beer, tobacco, trippings, etc., would in those few months amount to quite a 
sum; whenever a sixpence or shilling can be saved, hand it to the Elders on 
emigration deposit, there it is safe, and will be remitted to Liverpool and 
receipted for from there when amounting to ten shillings; less amounts will 
be endorsed on the pass book of the depositor until the larger amount is 
reached. The Elders will always be on hand (without intruding themselves) 
to give the best counsel in regard'to the interests of the Saints, encouraging as 
fathers in the right direction, and suggesting from time to time as the spirit 
may direct. 
Winter is also a good time to remind relatives and friends in Utah of pro- 
mises made and may be long forgotten ; the innumerable duties of life there 
are calculated to divert attention from distant matters, and the Saints in Eng- 
land, while they faithfully help themselves, are justified in using their persuasive 
powers upon those far away; indeed experience among the people here, 
demonstrates that many who are now in more than comfortable circumstances 
in Utah, have lost the remembrance of their former life and spare surround- 
ings. Parents forget children, children forget parents, and friend forgets 
friend ; even many Elders who have partaken of the hospitality of the Saints 
have been troubled with memories which could be stirred to mutual advantage. 
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Freedom is preferable to slavery, plenty to poverty, and peace and quietude to 
perpetual anxiety. The best conditions follow industry and faithfulness 
among the Saints, and to gather being one of the great commands, ia fraught 
with temporal as well as spiritual blessings ; salvation of the body is as much 
a part of the Gospel as salvation of the spirit, and“ the spirit and the body is 
the soul of man.” 

The immense responsibility of all who receive the Gospel, can not be realized 
by those who aro still in England ; they exist nevertheless, and touch all the 
associations and relations of life. A man’s posterity are his crown, and to 
linger here and allow them to be caught in“ the fowler’s snare,” is a something 
for long enduring regret ; to neglect the claims of departed ones, or to fail 
in „providing for (the future of) his own,” is next thing to ‘‘ denying the 
faith,” and final persistence makes a man ‘‘ worse than an infidel.” There is 
and has been much needless delay by many, and they as a consequence are 
filled with regrets, and some have gone who might as well have stayed behind, 
and a few return again, and ip order to justify themselves, have to blacken 
every one and every thing; but none of these vagaries of variety disturb the 
foundations of the one great obligation that God hath Jaid upon his covenant 
children, they must gather if they would enjoy the blessing ; but when gathering 
as when gathered, they are not entitled to that only for which they live, it is 
not the mere fact of changed location, not the simple sail or ride, which gives 
the needed end, these only give the opportunity, which, when improved, leads 
on to deathless fame ; gathering is the placing of ourselves within the reach of 
conditions, and is not an end only so far as that simple act is concerned, it is 
the friction of discipline, the practice of principle, the continued teaching, and 
the favorable surroundings and processes of opportunity that give vitality and 
rounds the whole. Many who have gathered the past season will reach all 
their heart’s desire—some will probably fall by the way, or return again to the 
‘*fleshpots of Egypt—both reaping as they sow, those who sow to the flesh 
shall reap of the flesh, while those who sow to the spirit shall of the spirit reap 
everlasting life.“ We

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 


Waipio, Island of Hawaii, 

Sandwich Islands, Aug. 15, 1877. 
Prest. Joseph F. Smith. 

Dear Brother,—As I learn through 
the columns of the Deseret News that 
you have arrived safely in Kugland, I 
thought perhaps a few lines from a 
friend and fellow-laborer in the cause 
of truth on these far-off isles of the sea, 
would not be uninteresting to you. 

From the time [ landed in Honolulu, 
Jan. 12th, up to April 6th, when we 
held our Semi annual Conference at 
Laie, | made a complete circuit of the 
Islands of Kauai and Oahu, visiting 
all the Branches of the Church, and 
held native Conference upon both of 
them, which kept me very busily em. 

loyed during that period of time. 
hile making the tour of the island 
last mentioned, I was accompanied by 
brother John S. Woodbury, who, with 
brother Jacob Gates, jun., had arrived 
but a short time previous from Utah. 

During onr April Conference held at 
Laie, and which continued three suc- 
ceesive days, brother Woodbury and I 
were called to labor upon this island 
for the next six months. We both 
took a native Elder with us, and we 
travel separately. 

On the 20th of the same month I 
landed, with my native fellow traveler, 
Kekuewa, at Kaumalumalu, near 
Kailua, on the Kona side of the 
island, where the Calvin missionaries 
first landed in the year 1820. Since 
that time I have traveled through the 
districts of Kona, Kau, Puna, Hilo, 
and am now at Waipio, Hamakua, 
thus baving nearly completed the 
circuit of this island. I expect to 


hold Conference in a few days at this 
place, and one at Honokane about 


— 0 —— 


the 23rd of September, after which I 
shall return to Laie the first opportu- 
nitv. 

Brother Woodbury and I started 
out in opposite directions, so that we 
came together at Hilo on the Ist of 
July, where we spent a short season 
together very agreeably, both of us 
enjoying good health and spirits. I 
have added some ten pounds to my 
adipose tissue since I came to this 
country. 

When you and I used to travel 
around these islands twenty-two years 
ago, we then journeyed on foot, and 
carried our ‘‘ traps” on our backs; 
but now the natives furnish the Elders 
with horses, and we carry our books 
and a change of raiment in saddle- 
bags, which I find is a great improve- 
ment on the old style, and is not so 
wearing on the constitution. Even 
the climate seems several degrees more 
temperate than it used to be while 
ascending and descending these steep 
Palis on foot. 

But ob! the sad changes that have 
taken place during the last decade or 
two among this people. Verily the 
ravages of time bas dealt barshly with 
this nation. I find many places upon 
the different islands where formerly 
there were thriving little settlements, 
pow entirely broken up—houses gone 
to ruin or destroyed. In several places 
where there used to be quite large 
Branches of the Church, now there is 
not one left upon the ground to watch 
over the graves of the departed—the 
majority of them have died, and the 
few surviving ones have moved to other 
places; there are but few of the old 
stock left who were members of the 


Church when we were here before. 
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In the year 1850, by official census, 
this mation numbered 84,165,—by 
same official count in 1872, there were 
66 897 : probably at the present time 
they do not exceed 50,000 all told. 
Thus the rapid decay of this nation is 
very apparent, and you can make your 
own calculation, taking the past rate 
of mortality as a basis, how long it 
would be until it would be known only 
in history. 

I find the great majority of those 
who have joined the Church in this 
country care but very little about their 
religion. I presume over one-half of 
them have not seen the inside of a 
meeting-house for years; many are 
working on sugar plantations, which 
are becoming quite numerous here, 
and it is almost impossible to obtain 
access to them. 

There are, however, a few 
hearted, faithful native Saints in this 
Mission, who seem to try to do about 
as well as they know how, and who 
would like to gather to Zion ; and I 
believe eventually the way will be 
opened whereby numbers of them can 
gather up with God’s people according 
to their hearts dessire, fur I have no 
doubt a remnant of this people will be 
saved, and the Lord will open the way 
whereby many of them can go forth 
and officiate in the ordinances of 
redemption for their dead ancestors. 
In a conversation which brother Pack 
and I had sometime since with bis 
Majesty King Kalakaua, he expressed 
a perfect willingness for the natives to 
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leave the Islands, under circumstances 
where he was satisfied they would be 
properly taken care of. 

While on my way to this place, I 
visited Kealakekua Bay, where the 
celebrated english circumnavigator and 
discover of these Islands, Capt. Cook, 
R. N,, lost his life on the 14th of Feb- 
ruary, 1749. Some of his fellow- 
countrymen, three years ago, erected 
a neat but unostentatious monument 
to the memory of the great explorer, 
upon one side of which is a suitable 
inscription ; also about one mile up the 
mountain is a rude cross which was. 
erected in the year 1825, upon the spot 
where the natives carried his body, and 
offered it a burning sacrifice according 
to their ancient customs. 

I also visited the great crater of 
Kilauea, but Madam “ Pele” was not in 
her liveliest mood,—the sight was 
nothing to be compared with that of 
twenty one years ago, when I paid her 
a former visit. 

I should be very much pleased to 
hear from you, but I doubt not you 
have plenty to do watching over your 
own Kihapai. If you do not have time 
to write, please drop me a Stak now 
and again.—The foreign brethren and 
sisters of the mission were all well 
the last I heard from them.—Please 
remember me to sister Smith, and to 
the brethren of the mission with whom 
I am acquainted, and believe me as. 
ever your brother in the Gospel of

MINUTES OF A DISTRICT MEETING, 
HELD IN THE ASSEMBLY ROOMS, NOTTINGHAM, OCTOBER 7TH, 1877. 
— 


Elders present from Utah were— 
H. W. Naisbitt and Charles Nibley, 
from the Liverpool Office ; Thos. Ball, 
President of and E. W. McIntire, W. J. 
Carter, N. A. Empy and Wm. Asb- 
worth, traveling Elders in the Not- 
tingham Conference. Alma L. Smith, 
A. B. Dunford and Warren B. Smith, 
traveling Elders in the Sheffield Con- 
ference ; also Elders L. D. Young, from 
London Conference, and S. H. Hill, 
en route from Switzerlaud to the New- 
castle Conference were present. 


Meeting called to order by President 
Thos. Ball, at 10.30 a.m. Choir sang, 
„The morning breaks,” prayer by El- 
der S. H. Hill. Choir sang, Joy to 
the world.“ : 

Elder Warren B. Smith first spoke, 
saying he considered it a great privi- 
lege to speak upon the principles of the 
Gospel, he felt well in his labors and 
rejoiced to see a few rally around the 
standard of truth. The world euter- 
tains very uliar ideas concernin 
us, but he knew the same gifts an 
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‘blessings are now enjoyed hy us as by 
the ancient Saints; the world believe 
they have knowledge enough to govern 
the nation witbout revelation, and 
although they bave the Gospel made 
plain to them they think it beneath 
their notice, therefore their minds have 
become darkened, they claim to be- 
lieve the Scriptures, but if they did 
they would know we teach the truth, 
for we have nothing else to live for; 
he was born and brought up among 
the Latter-day Saints and had listened 
‘to the teachings of the servants of God, 
and had never heard anything taught 
by them but what would prove a benefit 
and blessing to him upon the earth ; 
still we are willing that all should wor- 
ship just as they please, and we claim 
the right to do the same; the promise 
is if any man lack wisdom let him ask 
of God who giveth to all men liberally. 
James i, 5, and all who will keep the 
commandments of God have a perfect 
right and claim to his blessings. 
Elder L. D. Young said no doubt 
many present had been taught and 
knew the principles of the Gospel quite 
as well as he did himself, still we need 
our minds refreshing from time to time 
that we may not forget our duties 
towards God; he knew that God had 
revealed his mind and will to men upon 
‘the earth in these last days, and they 
only had the right to preach His word 
to the people. He wished to say a few 
words to the Saints in particular: we 
need to purify ourselves before God, 
in order that we may be prepared to 
return back into His presence; yet 
our duties are very timple, and we 
should never forget our prayers, for 
God requires of us that we should 
ask him for those things that we need 
frem time to time; he said he would 
not have left his home for money or 
anything the world could give, but he 
desired to make known the mind and 
will of God to the inbabitants of the 
earth, knowing that it is our duty 
to live for the good of each other, 
observing the laws of God in all things. 
Elder A. B. Dunford said he had 
not had much experience in missionary 
work, but he had a great desire to do 
good ; he was thankful to say we have 
2 little more encouragement in preach- 
ing the Gospel in our day than was 
enjoyed by the servants of God in the

days of the Savior; but still we find 
it true that many are called but few 
are chosen,” the stone cut out of the 
mountains” is still rolling, and ac- 
cording to the 2nd chap. of Leia, the 
house of the Lord is being built in the 
tops of the mountains where the Saints 
may live in peace and plenty. He 
said they came forth without purse or 
scrip, trusting in the Lord for strength, 
be felt well in bis labors, and exhorted 
the Saints to live their religion. 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt said be consid. 
ered it a great privilege and blessin 
to have the experience he had had 
in this work, it gave him joy and 
satisfaction to watch the progress of 
the young Elders, and he exhorted 
them to faithfulness and diligence in 
the great work they had begun, com- 
pared our position with that of chil- 
dren being sent to school, who first 
learn the alphabet and then go on to 
the higher branches, and so it is with 
us, we learn the first principles of the 
Gospel, and then go on step by step, 
having faith in God and bis servants un- 
til we attain the knowledge that God 
desires we should possess, to this 
end our leaders have earnestly en- 
deavored to elevate the condition of 
the poor and the oppressed of the 
various nations of the earth, and have 
taught them how to live both tempo- 
rally and spiritually, and many can 
now sit under ther own vine and fig 
tree, which makes the ungodly mad, 
but the Lord has poured out His Spirit 
upon his people, and they fear no 
opposition ; they must fulfill the obli- 
gation laid upon them, and proclaim 
the truths of the everlasting Gospel. 
He said he was not ashamed of testify- 
ing to the truths of the everlastin 
Gospel, for it is „ the power of G 
unto salvation to all that believe,” 
for it requires the Spirit of God to en- 
lighten our minds, and God bath called 
in his Church, Apostles, Prophets, 
Evangelists, Pastors and Teachers, for 
the perfecting of the Saints until they 
all come to the unity of the faith. 
God who is the author of all intelli- 
gence, and who understands all things, 
gives this organization which works 
in perfect harmony with His will, and 
anything that differs from this will 
fail to secure that salvation which men

Elder Charles W. Nibley said he was 
born in the Church, and raised in the 
mountains, had only left his home 
there a short six months ago, said 
“there is a way which seemeth right 
unto man, but the end thereof is 
death ;” he did not wish to condemn 
any man becanse of his belief, but he 
would contrast the teachings of the 
world to-day with that taught by the 
Savior and his Apostles, the Savior 
said, he that loveth me keepeth 
my commandments,” he also said, 
“no man could enter the kingdom 
of God without being born of the 
water and of the spirit,” showing 
very clearly that belief alone is iusuffi- 
cient. The Savior also said when de- 
manding his right to baptism, ‘‘ Thus 
it becometh us to fulfill all righteous. 
ness; he also referred to the saying of 
Peter on the day of Pentecost, ‘‘ re- 
pent and be baptized every one of 
you,” and asked, Do the ministers 
of to-day tell the people to be baptized 
for the remission of sins and to have 
hands laid upon them for the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, which Peter promised 
to “fall that were afar off; he said 
he had been simple enough to believe 
the Scriptures, and was seeking after 
truth, and if any man could prove to 
him by ‘the law and the testimony” 
that he was in error he was willing to 
forsake that error, but the Saints are 
willing to believe the message borne 
by the Elders, and to know that God 
hath sent angels to minister to men on 
the earth, and the kingdom of God will 

in and increase in power until it 
‘fills the whole earth; the Sorip- 
tures are of no private interpretation, 
and all that are seeking after truth 
may find it if they will be obedient to 
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the commandments of God. ; 

Elder S. H. Hill said he hoped while 
attempting to address them he might 
be guided by the Spirit of God; he 
knew they were designated as impostors 
by the world, but all that will do the 
will of God may know of the doctrine: 
they teach, and this should be suffi- 
cient for us who, by rendering obedience. 
to the requirements of the Gospel, 
have received the Holy Ghost, and 
our eyes have been opened so that 
we are able to read and understand ; 
he did not know one who had em- 
braced the Gospel that had not found 
the promise sure, so that he would 
exhort all who were seeking after truth. 
to examine these things for themselves, 
and promised them they should know 
whether the great message is true or 
false. 

Elder Alma L. Smith said he felt to 
welcome all who were seeking the 
truth; referred to the saying, how 
can they hear without a preacher, and 
how can they preach except they be 
seut,” he had a hope within him, 
because of his obedience; his parents 
joined the Church the first year it was 
organized, and if there was a man 
that had witnessed the truthfulness of 
that saying, They shall be brought 
up through much tribulation,” it was 
himself, he knew the Prophet Joseph 
Smith personally, and was with the 
Church in the early part of its persecu- 
tion when the people were driven from 
their homes, leaving all behind them, 
and were then met by an armed mob 
and ordered to return with a promise 
that they should be protected; but not 
many days had passed before that awful 
massacre at Haun’s Mill took place, 
in which his father and brother were 
shot dead, and he himself was 
wounded ; and this was because they 
were ‘‘ Mormons,” so called; he then 
lived with Joseph Smith and Brigham 
Young alternately, and could testify 
that they were men of God. He had 
traveled many thousands of miles, 
had crossed the Pacific ocean six times, 
visiting and preaching on the Sandwich 
Islands, leaving bis wife and children, 
and going without purse or scrip; he 
would ask, would the ministers of 
the different sects do this without 
asking what salary they would receive, 
yet this was acommand of the Savior ; 
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he concluded by exhorting them to | Christ,“ and we are willing and desirous

Elder Thos. Barratt said, we have 
heard many valuable instructions to- 
day; we are called a peculiar people, 
and when we look at the position we 
occupy, it is marvellous in our eyes. 
We see the vast multitudes of people 
paying their devotions to Jesus, and 
all agreeing that He is the Son of God, 
_and claiming to have the Bible for their 
guide, and yet they deny the Gospel 
that Jesus taught when he was here upon 
the earth, and reject it, the same as they 
rejected the Savior. We read that 
in the last days God would set up His 
kingdom and reveal His mind and will 
to His servants, and he could testify 
that God had revealed himself to 
Joseph Smith, yet no sooner was this 
proclamation made to the world than 
they began to heap up persecution 
-upon him and his people, and did all 
they could to destroy them; the 
-Priesthood of God is upou the earth, 
and doing all they can to gather the 
poor from the lands of bondage and 
oppression, for the time is not far 
distant when the chastening hand of 
the Almighty will be felt in the nations 
of the earth, for as it was in the days 
of Noah, so it will be in the coming 
of the Son of Man. 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt said the Gospel 
we teach is progressive, and will reach 
toward the highest state of develop- 
ment, for, by carrying out its princi- 

les we may become as the Gods, grow- 
ing in His likeness, knowing as we are 
known, and shall be like our elder 
brother, ‘‘for we shall ses him as He 
is; we have been sent here for this 
purpose, going below all things that we

NgepEeD.—The work of tearing down the Old Tabernacle, preparatory to 
erecting a new, more suitable, and commodious structure, ou or near the same 
site, is commenced. President Jobn Taylor and Elders Wilford Woodruff, 
Franklin D. Richards, George Q Cannon, Brigham Young, and Albert 
Carrington, of the Quorum of the Twelve Aposties ; Augus M. Cannon and 
David O. Calder, of the Presidency „f the Salt Lake Stake of Zion; Edward 
Hunter, presiding Bishop of the Church; the members of the New Tabernacle 
Building Committee, and a large number of others met at the south-west corner 
of the — Block. The objec: of the gathering was to decide upon a site 
or location for the proposed New Tarernacile. It was determined that the 
south-west corner of the building should rest upon a point forty. four feet from 
the sonth and west walls of the Temple Block, and temporary stakes were 
driven accoruingly, to mark the site. The foundation, which will be sandstone, 
will rise two feet above the ground level, and above that the walls will be 
granite two feet six inches thick. The dimensions of the structure, will be 
somewhat larger than originally in ended—116 feet by 64 feet in the clear, and 
31 feet from floor to ceiling. The stand will be in the west end. A gallery 
will encircle the whole interior of the building, and that portion in the rear of 
the stand, will be apportioned off to be occupied by the organ and choir. There 
will be two rows of windows, one under aud ove over the gallery. The floor 
will rise on a continuous incline begining some distance from and in front of the 
stand, towards the east, which will give the congregation in the body of the 
house a full view of the speakers. Under the portion of the gallery occupied 
by the organ and choir, will be a vestry, or entrance hall to the stand. he 
building will be surmounted bya tower, rising frem the centre of the roof. 
The heating will be done by meaus of pipes, and it will be lighted with gas. 
The Committee appointed to manage the construction, &c., are Bishop Thomas 
Taylor, Henry Grow, Edward Brain, Wm. Asper, and George Goddard. 
Brother Grow will have the general superintendency of the construction, and 
Brother Brain will have the special supervision of the mason work.
